Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments are persuasive at showing the distinctness of the 
amended claims over the prior art applied in the previous office action. The 
amendments change the claims to fully reflect applicant's claimed optical medium, and 
applicant's arguments show the distinctness of the instant claims as amended over the 
grounds of rejection previously issued. Therefore, the previously issued grounds of 
rejection are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 6, and 1 1 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, either alone or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
instantly claimed optical medium, optical lens, or optical prism. Specifically, the prior art 
fails to teach an optical medium comprising a cubic crystal having the formula KTa0 3 -d, 
wherein d is the amount of oxygen deficiency and 10~ 8 < d < 10" 7 . 

The most relevant prior art references found are Kamiyama et al (US 6043940) 
and Geifman et al (US 2005/00621 1 ). The difference from instant claims is that while 
both Kamiyama et al and Geifman et al teach KTa03 cubic crystals, neither document 
teaches that the oxygen deficiency is 10~ 8 < d < 10" 7 . Kamiyama et al does not specify 
the level of deficiency, indicating 0 oxygen deficiencies, and Geifman teaches that the 
cubic crystal is essentially free of impurities. Neither of these teaching would anticipate 
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or render obvious an optical element having the compositional formula of the instant 
claims with an deficiency of 10" 8 < d < 10" 7 . For the above, reasons, the subject matter of 
the amended instant claims is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
